U.N. Council 
Ends Talks on 

Latin Crisis^ 
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UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
May 25 (UPI) — The Security 
Council wound up its Domini- 
can debate today without 
action and with no date for 
another meeting. 

Council President Radhak- 
rishna Ramani of Malaysia 
said a de facto cease-fire “con- 
tinued to prevail in Santo Do- 
mingo” from where the U.N. 
representative was sending 
regular reports which Secre- 
tary General Thant promised 
to make available promptly. 

“I would propose that we 
adjourn, so that if any par- 
ticular situation demands it, 
I may call the Council into 
immediate session,” Ramani 
said.
